BEADTIFUL AMBER. 


'Its Oriffliml r«nuiitloii, Process of Evoiu- 


tiou itiul l'rcu«rvatlv« (Jualillos. 


Iii many museums may Ije seen in 


tho most perfect atato of preserva- 
tion iu. aiubur fossilizt'd remains of 
plants and animals. Tho soieime of 
Egypt in its highest development did 
iiot succeed in discovering a method 
of embalming so perfect as the sim- 
ple process taking place iu nature. A 
treo exudes a gummy, resinous matter 
iu a liquid state. An insect accident- 
ly alights in it ami is caught. The 
exudation continues and envelopes it 
completely, preserving the most min- 
ute details of its structure. Iu tlie 
course of time the resiii becomes a 
fossil and is known as amber. The 
history of fossil insects is largely in- 
debted to the fly iu amber, and to 
the preserving properties oi amber 
we owe likewise our knowledge of 
some of the more minute details of 
ancient plant structure. 


The coasts of the Baltic are and 


have been from tho days of Phxeni- 
oian traders the great source of the 
amber of commerce. 
It occurs in 


rolled fragments iu strata known to 
geologists as oligoccne. These are 
tertiary rocks of a date a little more 
recent than those of tlie London 
basin and equivalent to the youngor 
tertiary series of the isle of Wight. 
The fragments of fossil rosin were 
washed down by the rivers from the 
pine forests of the district along with 
sediments and vegetable debris. In 
tleni are found most perfectly pre- 
served remains o£ the most delicate 
tissues of the vegetation of the peri- 
od, as well as of insect life. Frag- 
ments of twigs, leaves, buds and 
flowers with sepals, petals, stamens 
and pistil still in place occur. Pollen 
tcraius have likewise been found. A 
recent genus, deutzia, has been re- 
cognized bV its characteristic sta- 
mens. The valves of the anthers of 
eiunamomnni are seen in others, 
lu one specimen the pendant catkin 
of a species of oak is seen as distinct- 
ly through the clear amber as if it 
were a fresh flower. 


And besides the insect and plant 


remains tuns sealed up in amber, 
stray relics of the higher fauna of 
the forest have also been met with. 
Fragments of hair and feathers have 
been caught in the sticky resin and 
preserved. 
Among others a wood- 


pecker and .squirrel hare been recog- 
nized iu the Baltic amber.—Gentle- 
man's Magazine.

Punt Colon. 


A useful point is made by a writer in 


The Economist in regard to tho term 
"fast colors," as applied to printed and 
woven cottons, Tho rule is laid down 
that tho more delicate iu shade a dye is 
the more difficult it is to fix it iu the cut- 
ton fiber, but even the crudest colors will 
fado if goods are imperfectly tre-ated in 
the laundry. Any oi: the goods, in fact, 
that are sold as fast colors, whether of 
domestic or foreign manufacture, are 
practically fast, but when subjected to 
the powerful chemicals of which many nf 
the washing eoaps are composed, or when 
hung out for hours on a clothesline and 
exposed to the bleaching tnnuence.s of 
eun and air, the colors must necessarily 
fude to a greater or less extent. It is 
well known that the chemicals con- 
tained in washing soaps and similar 
compounds are in many cases as power- 
ful as thoso employed in tho process of 
bleaching muslins. In not a few in- 
stances, too, they are probably of a 
greater degree of strength, the result 
being that they weaken the cloth to an 
extent that the bleacher would not be 
disposed to risk.

Tho hatpin winch prods dozens of holes 


into felt and si raw has seen its day. The 
inventor hay turned his attention to the 
matter, and the result is a fixture whioh 
guides the direction of the pin and at tho 
same time fusions it so securely that no 
sudden breeze c;m dislocate it. Tho pins 
are made with a small, almost imper- 
ceptible groove near the base, over which 
a little, platfi of sdvcir or steel fastens. 
This sheath is fastened on after the pin 
is stuck tlm.mgh one side of the hat, and 
thus acts as a sort of luck. The pin can- 
not come out until the plate is removed, 
and if the pin is stuck through at the 
proper angle in the first place there is no 
necessity for itis frequent removal. In 
this way the ruin of the hat by pinpricka 
is prevented. Gold, silver and ordinary 
wire pins are now made with this im- 
provement.—Chicago Tribune.
